Brant Addresses ‘Local Audience 


W. B, Young, Ph, B., secretary of the 
Brant (Alta.) Accredited Flocks Asso- 
elation, addressed a meeting on the 
Alberta Poultry Marketng Act on Wed- 
nesday afternoon in the Orpheum the- 
atre. Mr. Young endorsed the propos- 
ed scheme fully, explaining in each {n- 
stance his reasons for doing so. 

He outlined the history of the Natur- 
al Products Marketing Act from its 
beginning in 1930. The whole plan, he 
averred, is not the result of hasty leg- 
{slation but hag been worked on dili- 
gently for almost five years. The need 
for drastic reduction in surplus of pro- 
duction by widening markets was the 
prime motive in the minds of produc. 
ers who submitted the plan. 

The prairie provinces produce all the 
surplus in the poultry industry in Can- 
ada, Mr. Young sald. This surplus 
constitutes from 2 to 6% of the entire 
production and it is deplorable that 
such a small percentage could depress 
the price of the product as a whole 
The marketing board, he explained, 
will do away with this small surplus 
by developing export markets and el 
iminating waste by excessive handl- 
ing charges. 

Many wrong impressions have been 
gathered by local producers, said the 
speaker, The act will not be compul- 
sory in that producers may: 

(1) sell direct to consumers if a li 
cense is obtained, 

(2) sell to a country merchant at an 
lagreed price, or 

(3) deliver 
sembling stations.

Little Journeys In Science 


SPACE 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


All of the heavenly bodies, includ- 
ing the earth upon which we live, are 
separated from each other by space. 
For years scientists have been ask- 
ing themselves the question ‘‘what is 
space’? There is a wide difference 
of opinion about it. Scientists have 
shown that the earth, in moving 
through space, does not drag the 
ether along with it, as it apparently 
if the ether were present. 
Hence some think that the ether does 
not exist. No one, however, seems 
to think of space as void, or empty. 
While some scientists object to the 
term ether, they still believe that 
there is “something” in the vacuum 
between the planets. 

All light, heat, and cosmic rays, as 
well as enormous numbers of elec- 
trons, pass through this vacuum in 
reaching our planet. Above and at 
the earth's surface, air molecules 
dart hither and thither at the speed 
of about one-quarter of a mile per 
second, but through very short dis- 
tances, thus bombarding our bodies 
with a pressure of about fifteen 
pounds per square inch. 


The upper layer of the atmosphere 
is known as the Kennelly-Heaviside 
layer. The constant bombardmeht 
of this layer of air by electrons from 
space causes the air to become elec- 
trically charged, thus reflecting radio 
waves and causing fading. Scientists 
have sent out intermittent radio 
pulses which were photographically 
recorded on an instrument three 
miles away. By comparing the direct 
and reflected impulses, the latter 
were shown to have travelled 70 
miles upward and back again. Science 
reproduced the sky's blue by 
bombarding electrically charged mole- 
cues of air with electrons and it is 
believed that electrons from space 
bombarding the electrically charged 
molecules of air in’ the Kennelly- 
Heaviside layer of the atmosphere 
are at least partly responsible for the 
blue color of the sky.
